POL'TICAL SWIND' ING IN PARIS. 


A fraud on a considerable scale has just come 
under the notice of the Paris julges. The victim 
strange to relato, was a M. Niequevert, a retired 
metr politan avoué, or ''solicitor," and now 
mavor of a little town called Andrésv, in the 
| Department of the Seine at Oise. not far from the 

capital Restless and ambitious, the retired man 
of the law aspired to Pirliamentary honours and 
emerging from his rural retreat he entered the 
lists as a Republican candida e for Andresy, 
His agents were Sagrini, a naturalised 
Italian. and a person named Pelletier. both of 
whom wer- notorious characters. These persons 
particularly Sagrini— had ingratiatei themselves 
| with the “ ex-avoué” by their “tal! talk.” They 
told him that they were hand and love with M. 
Rouvier and otner members of tho Government, 
nnd that he could look upon his election as 
i assured. To make matters more satistactory than 
ever, Sagrini forged letters purporting to emanate 
from senators and deputies, in which these 
| influential politicians affected to take a deep 
interest in the Andrésy election—in tact, the eyes 
of the politica! world were turned towards the 
little borough which M. Nicquevert longed to 
represent in Parliament, according to the showing 
of the able and artful Sagrini, who thus suc» 
ceeded in wheedling out of his victim ^ sum 
of nearly £1,000 for electioneering expenses 
and various disbursements incidental to the 
cimpaign. When the po ling too: place M. 
N equevert, despite the tremendous influence 
of Sagrin and his friend Pelletier, who was intro. 
duced to the victim as a ‘councillor of state" 
and an intimate friend of prominent politicians, 
lobtained only fifty-nine miserable votes. This 
| deplorable d-feat at last set the retired lawyer 
| thinking, so he began to make inquiries respecting 
his agents, whose antecedents he found to be 
utterly bad. Sagrini fled to Toulon, where he 
was arrested. Neither he nor his accomplice 
made any attempt to defend themselves, and ad- 
mitted that they had been guilty of the grossest 
textortion. The naturalised Italian was sent to 
penal servitude for five years, whilo his confedo- 
rate got off with six months.

Some days afterwards there came a Renter’s 
m e giving fuller details. “ With regard to 
the diamond fields near Tobolsk,” it said, “ there 
is every reason to believe that they are of great, 
and possibly of unsurpassed, wealth. There 
is no question now as to their authenticity, since 
their discoverer proves to be an English gentle- 
man of high character, and his story is corroborated 
by villagers from this district who have dug up 
stones for themselves. The Government contem- 
plate buying ont the company and taking over 
the mines, which might be profitably worked by 
the forced labour of political prisoners on a system 
similar to that adopted in the salt mines of 
Siberia. The discovery is universally regarded as 
one which has materially increased the internal 
resources of the country, and there is some talk | 
of the presentation of a substantial testimonial 
to the energetic aud scientitic traveller to whom 
it is due.” 

Within a week or ten days of the receipt of 
these telegrams in London there came letters | 
from the Russian correspondents of th» various 
journals giving fuller details upon a subject of so 
much general interest.

drolleries of the Brothers Griffiths as a highly 
comic cow and its dairyman, and of Mr. Dan 

o, as Jack's mother, a part made up and acted 

y him with ludicrous quaintness. The giant 
himself, re-named Gorgibuster, a triumph of
